Elba Police Chief Jack Parker resigns

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
told the city council Monday eve- 
ning that his final day on the job will 
be March 31st. 

Parker noted several reasons, in- 
cluding his health problems of the 
past year, his many years of law en- 
forcement work (city, state and fed- 
eral) and a desire to spend more time 
with his wife Betty. 

Parker told the council members 
he and his wife don’t plan to leave 
Elba, it is their home and will be 
their home. He added his plans in- 
cluded keeping his police certifica- 
tion active and would be available to 
help Elba whenever needed. 

The retiring chief had high praise 
for the professionalism in the police 
department and the dedication of the 
officers. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood noted that 
the problems which he faced daily 
after entering office in October 1992 
have largely been “alleviated and he 
appreciated the efforts of the police 
department. Haywood attributed the 
success to good leadership and it had 
made his (the Mayor’s) job much 
easier. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said he continues to hear comments 
about the improvements. 


Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton added she hears good things 
about their work and Mr, Parker has 
been a good leader, “I appreciate 
that,” she added. 

The city council unanimously 
adopted the boom box ordinance 
which was introduced at the last 
council meeting. Such an ordinance 
has been under consideration for 
several months. The ordinance is 
published in the legal section of this 
issue of The Elba Clipper. It will be 
in effect today (Thursday, January 
26). 

The council heard two proposals 
for liability insurance for the coming 
year. Currently the Alabama League 
of Municipalities own insurance plan 
is used by the city. The cost last year 
for both the city and water and elec- 
tric was in excess of $90,000, ac- 
cording to City Clerk Henry Clark. 

Ronnie Young, representing 
Southeast Insurance, presented a 
plan which would cost the city 
$79,614 for the base policy. How- 
ever he recommended some options 
which could add to this cost. 

Andy Duncan, representing the 
present League sponsored policy 
also made a presentation to the coun- 
cil. He said his plan would cost 
$92,108 for the coming year. 

Council members expressed con- 


cem that the policy offered by 
Young would not cover suits filed 
after the policy was purchased if the 
incident happened prior to January 
30, 1995, without additional pre- 
mium. The League policy would au- 
tomatically cover all claims. They 
will consider later whether or not to 
increase the deductible from $1,000 
to $5,000. 

The council voted to stay with the 
present insurance carrier unless the 
tirm Young was representing offered 
a substantial improvement for less 
money. 

The council approved paying at- 
torney bills to City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan after asking him to explain 
some of the charges. Bills totaling 
$2,928.75 were approved for De- 
cember and included $2,077.50 for 
work in prosecuting city cases in 
District Court. 

A balance from previous months 
of $4,744 was not paid. Haywood 
said the city clerk would research to 
see of a 10% discount taken was af- 
ter the deadline for the discount and 
report back to the council. 

Clark gave council members a 
copy of the budget comparison and

Hemp has contracted with the 
Alabama Department of Youth Ser- 
vices to implement a Boot Camp 
Program for young people. 

According to Hemp, the camp, 
which will be located at Pathway’s 
present facility near New Brockton, 
will serve a ten-county region. 

Hemp gave a brief overview of 
the program to the commission stat- 
ing that the program would stress 
more than just military type disci- 
pline. He said that educational and 
vocational skills would also be pro- 
vided through the program. 

“Discipline alone is not the an- 
swer when dealing with juvenile be- 
havior problems - there has to be

Judge Blair told commissioners 
that he was very much in favor of 
the Boot Camp. There is a possibili- 
ty that it would greatly reduce the 
county’s dependency on the Diver- 
sion Center in Dothan. 

Hemp told commissioners that 
with the eleven county participation, 
Coffee County’s share of the ex- 
pense would be $11,075.33. The Al- 
abama Department of Youth Servic- 
es is expected to provide $230,000 
for the program. 

He told commissioners that this 
could be provided through in-kind 
services. Those services would con- 
sist of five loads of gravel and the 
use of the county’s federal tax identi- 
fication number. 

Hemp explained that the Federal 
ID number could be used in purchas- 
ing military surplus equipment such 
as uniforms, boots, cots, cooking 
utensils, etc.

Owen Ziglar granted a stay by high court

There exists a possibility that the 
Owen Ziglar trial WILL NOT take 
place during the week of February 
13, 1995 as scheduled. 

On January 18, 1995, the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama issued an 
order that all proceedings in the Zi- 
glar case are stayed pending the dis- 
position of the petition filed with the 
high court on behalf of the defendant 
Owen Ziglar. 

During Ziglar’s last trial which 
ended in a mistrial due to the jury 
being unable to reach a unanimous 
decision, the judge, George C. Simp- 
son, denied a pretrial motion by the 
defense based on double jeopardy. 

The defendant’s attorney, J. Staf- 
ford Pittman, has filed a special writ 
with the high court challenging the 
judge’s denial of his motion, 

In the writ, Pittman alleges that 
the defendant has been denied a tran- 
script of the court proceeding and 
that such a denial is a denial of the 
defendant’s constitutional rights, de- 
nial of his rights to equal protection 
and due pracess of law. 

A motion is now before the Cir- 
cuit Court of Coffee County askins 
that the denial of a transcript be re- 
considered. 

The motion states: 1) - The tran- 
script is relative to cross examina- 
tion and impeachment in any future 
trial on these issues; 2) - The defen- 
dant is indigent-and is entitled to a 
transcript of his trial, 

The motion was presented to the 
court on January 12, 1995 and the

Social Security Reports Changes for 1995 


The Social Security Adminis- 
(ration offers the following update on 
programs and benefits for the new 
year. 

To begin, 1995 will usher ina 
2.8 percent raise in benefits for So 
cial Security and Supplemental Se 
curity Income (SSI) beneficiaries. 
This increase should appear in the 
checks Social Security beneficiaries 
received on January 3, 1995, and in 
the SSI checks recipients received on 
December 30), 1994. 

The average monthly Social 
Security benefit for retirement will 
increase from $679 before the 
cost-of-living adjustment — to $698 
in January 1995, 

The average monthly benefit 
for a couple where both spouses are 
receiving benefits will be $1,178 in 
January 1995, compared with $1,146 
before the adjustment. Average 
monthly disability benefits will be 
$661 inJanuary 1995, compared with 
$643 a year earlier, 

The maximum federal SSI 
monthly payment for one person will 
be $458 in January 1995, up from 
$446 in January 1994, Fora couple, 
the maximum monthly amount will 
increase to $687 in January 1995, up 
from $669 a year earlier, 

The annual increase in both 
Social Security and SSI benefits is 
based on the rise in the Consumer 
Price Index. 

Other changes that will be- 
come effective January 1, 1995, are 
based on “automatic adjustment” pro- 
visions in the law and are tied to the 
increase in average wages, 

The combined Social Security 
and Medicare tax rate will not go up 
in 1995. Foremployees, itremains at 
7.65 percent (6.2 percent for Social 
Security and 1.45 percent for Medi- 
care). The tax rate for self-employed 
individuals remains at 15.3 percent 
(12.4 percent for Social Security and

The Social Security “wage 
base” for 1995 will be $61,200. In 
1994, the taxable wage base was 
$60,600, The wage base is the maxi- 
mum amount of earnings taxed for 
Social Security. 

As was true in 1994, all wages 
and salaries will be subject to the 
Medicare portion of the Social Secu- 
rity tax — 1.45 percent. For the self- 
employed, the tax remains at 2.9 per- 
cent and it, too, applies to all their 
carnings, 

The maximum amount of 
money that beneficiaries between the 
ages of 65 and 69 can earn in 1995 
without reducing the amount of their 
Social Security benefits is $11,280, 
For people under age 65, the corre- 
sponding limit will be $8, 160 in 1995, 
The benefits of people aged 70 or 
older who continue to work are not 
affected, no matter how much they 
earn, 

For planning purposes, Social 
Security beneficiaries need to be 
aware the tax rate on some of their 
benetits may have increased, Couples 
whose provisional income is more 
than $44,000 and individuals with 
Income exceeding $34,000 may pay 
Income tax on up to 85 percent of 
their Social Security benefits. 

Provisional income is an 
individual’s or married couple’s ad- 

justed gross income as reported on 
the Form 1040, plus one-half of the 
total Social Security benefits received 
for the year, plus nontaxable interest. 

Couples whose provisional in- 
come is between $32,000 and $44,000 
May pay tax on up to 50 percent of 
their benefits, as will be true for indi- 
viduals whose income is between 
$25,000 and $34,000. For beneticia- 
ries Whose income is below this level, 
no Social Security benefits are taxed.

tempted to take money from the cash 
register, 

An undetermined amount of mon- 
ey, most of which officials believe 
was recovered at the time of the ar- 
rests, was taken during the robbery. 

A struggle between Mr. Woods 
and the suspect ended with Woods 
being struck on the head at least four 
times with a blunt object thought to 
be a drink bottle. 

The two men then exited the store 
and left in a mid-size blue four-door 
car. 

Mr. Woods was transported to 
Mizell Memorial Hospital in Opp, 
Alabama by a unit of the Kinston 
Rescue Squad. He was treated for 
head injuries and remained in the 
hospital overnight for observation. 

After leaving the scene of the rob- 
bery, the suspects headed west along 
Highway 134 to Opp where they 
wrecked their car. However, at the 
time of the wreck, not enough infor- 
mation was known about the vehicle 
to identify it as being the vehicle in-

FROM ALMS TO LEGS 


“And a certain man lame from his mother’s womb was carried, 
whom they laid daily at the gate of the temple which is called Beautiful, 
to ask alms of them that entered into the temple.” (Acts 3:2) 


A poor frustrated man, he lay on his couch at the side of the street, and 
all who visited the temple saw him as he stretched out his hand for gifs. He 
was alive, but he was not healthy. His heart beat fast, but his feet never 
moved. He had been lame from his birth. There were days when he heard 
the chanting of the psalms in the nearby temple, and watched the priests as 
they walked to and fro. He was very near to the place of blessing, but never 
reached it. He knew all the details of the service schedule and could give 
precise information conceming the ritual of the house of God. He had many 
friends who frequented the sanctuary, yet he remained on his couch in the 
street. He begged before and after services, and constantly hoped that devo- 


ion would loosen the strings of purses. Poor man: he lay within reach of a 


gold mine, yet he only gathered pennies! 


Sitting On The Street 

This beggar strikes a curious string in my heart, for in his situation | am 
contronted by a great question: “Can a Christian be lame from his birth?” Is 
it possible to be spiritually alive and not healthy? Is it possible to have a 
warm heart and at the same time to possess paralyzed feet? Both the Bible 
and human experience answer “yes.” A man may believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and subscribe to all the doctrines of grace, yet not be useful in the 
kingdom of God. The apostle Paul continually urged his converts to walk 
worthily of their high calling, but it was impossible to do this on feet that 
would not respond. This ancient beggar seems very modern. There are 
many people who know a great deal about life in the holy place; they can 
even describe its details; but theirs is only intellectual knowledge, for in ac- 
tual experience they listen from a distance. Their real interest lies in the 
street, where materialistic delights exercise a strangle-hold upon every spiri- 
tual inclination. 


Standing through the Savior 

Probably the beggar had more money than Peter, for the apostle con- 
fessed, “Silver and gold have I none.” Yet the follower of Christ possessed 
something unobtainable in the markets of the world. These two men are 
best appreciated together. The outstretched hand of the beggar contrasts 
with the overflowing soul of the great preacher. “Then Peter said, In the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk. And he took him by the 
right hand and lifted him up; and immediately his feet and ankle bones re- 
ceived strength.” (Acts 3:6-7) In the following moments the old desires fell 
away as though they had been an oppressive weight that crushed him, Ris- 
ing above the limitations of his couch, he walked in newness of life. He had 
been alive for years, but suddenly with refreshing power, abundant life 
flooded his being. This encounter perfectly illustrates the transformation 
which takes place when the Holy Spirit is given place to heal and restore 
and control the child of God. 


Singing in the Sanctuary 

“And he leaping up stood, and walked, and entered with them into the 
temple, walking, and leaping, and praising God.” (Acts 3:8) As the crowds 
hurried to see the man who had been so wonderfully healed, and as the man 
himself stayed close by his new friends, Peter said, “Why look ye So ear- 


nestly upon us, as though by our own power or holiness we had made this ’ 


man to walk? The God of Abraham...hath glorified His Son Jesus... and 
hath made this man strong.” (Acts 3:12-13) From that day the beggar’s 
couch disappeared from the gateway of the temple. Radiant activity re- 
moved forever the necessity of lying in the dust begging. The songs of 
the sanctuary re-echoed the music of his heart, as the power of the risen 
Savior became a reality in his experience. We see again the carnal Chris- 
lian who sits in his lameness seeking the things of the earth; we see also 
the Spirit-filled saint. There is all the difference in the world between 
these two men; but it is not difficult to decide which is more pleasing to 
the Lord. The man who sits with his back to the altar will always have 
trouble with his feet. It is great to be alive, but it is better to be healthy in 
your relationship and walk with the Lord!

~ ORDINANCE NO. 1995- 1 
AN ORDINANCE OF 
THE CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA: 


Scope: It shall be unlawful for any person 
to make, continue, or cause to be made 
or continued any loud or excessive noise 
which unreasonably interferes with the 
comfort, health, or safety of others within 
the jurisdiction of the city. 

In addition to the general prohibition 
set out above, the following specific acts 
are declared to be in violation of this ar- 
ticle 
(a) It is hereby declared a nuisance and 
shall be unlawful to operate or play any 
radio, musical instrument, or similar de- 
vice, whether from a motor vehicle or by a 
pedestrian on a public right of way, in 
such a manner as to be plainly audible to 
any person other than the player or oper- 
ator of the device at a distance of five feet 
5') in the case of a motor vehicle or ten 
eet (10') in the case of a pedestrian. 

(b) It is hereby declared a nuisance and - 

shall be unlawful to operate or play any 

radio, television, phonograph, musical in- 

strument, or similar device which pro- 

duces or reproduces sound, whether from 

a business or a residence, in such a man- 

ner as to be plainly audible at a distance 

of fifty feet (50') to any person in a com- 

mercial, residential, multi-family dwelling, 

or public place.
